Kohn and the Crime Commis- 
sion have asked for a formal 
City Council hearing on the 
charges of Sapir’s connections 
with Marcello. 

SAPIR HAS ASKED the DA’s 
office to have the grand jury 
consider placing intimidation-of- 
a-public-official charges against 
Kohn. 

“I am confident that after 
the grand jury hears Mr. Kohn 
and myself that Mr. Kohn will 
once again be proven a pro- 
fessional liar,” Sapir aid.. 

Asked what possible charge 
might be involved, Sapir re- 
plied: “It amounts to public in- 
timidation.” 


ly benefited from illegal opera- 
tion of bingo in the past will 
affect his current actions on 
the ordinance. 

Kohn' said he had told the 
council that in the event of a 
hearing he • could suggest the 
names of persons for the coun- 
cil to call.
